A Columbia Professor’s Reaction to the New Negro and His Press 


(NOTE—The editerial this wesk io written by Prefesser Oliver g Leed of Columbic 
University. It was originally a letter commenting om the viek of bis classes te Marien — 
AC. P. ar.) 


66" HE GREAT NEGRO community of Harlem is our principal 

concern. We draw upon authoritative biological, psychological, 
and anthropological materials for the purpose of understanding group 
and individual differences and similarities and of exposing the diverse, 
eurrent fallacies of racial superiority and inferiority. We draw upon 
authoritative historical, economic, and sociological materials in ex- 
ploring the problems and the emerging democratic solutions of inter- 
eultural contacts. 


“This year we consider ourselves exceptionally fortunate in mak- 
ing a new contact, with the militant newspaper, The People's Voice, 
means of communication between the “new Negro” and all of 
troubled America.

I wish to 
take sharp issue with not only the report but the method of presenting 
it and the make up of the committee. 


che Committee itself is composed of the very people who must 
share not only a large part of the blame for the Detroit riot but the 
major share of the blame for the needless killing of a score of Negroes. 
The Committee is composed of the City and State Legal and Police 
beads. These four men comprise probably the most ineffective group 
of law enforcement officers in all America. Within the Departments 
of which they are the heads are some of the most vicious un-Ameri- 
eans—hiding behind the uniform of their department. The “Fact 
Finding” report is just about what one would expect. 


According to the Committee, the riot was not planned, pre- 
meditated or inspired. It was the result of disconnected incidents pro- 
voked by Negroes. The most startling part of the report is item No. 
me ordinary law enforcement and judicial agencies have thus faf 
dealt adequately and properly with the law violatora.” This means that 
the Police were correct in arresting 90 percent Negroes and only 10 
percent whites—that they were further correct in killing a score of 
Negroes and not one white, although every newspaper in the country 
showed the pictures of just who the hoodlums were.

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Camp Crowder Newspaper Owes Apology’ 
To Negro Soldiers for Insulting Ad 


CAMP CROWDER, Mo.—The Message, official camp newspaper, hurled a blatant 
insult into the faces of its Negro and fair-minded white personnel by carrying a large 
and boldly written advertisement of a drive-in restaurant named Hopton’s located in 
Neosho, a nearby town. 

The ad announces that the eatery features “N——r Chicken.” 


Ironically enough, this camp paper was awarded first place by Creighton University

N TIME OF WAR the Attorney General of the United States has 
the unhappy faculty of being able to put his foot in it right up 


to his ears. Of course, this is only true concerning the last two wars 
and those are the only two wars that most of us know anything about. 

World War No. 1, the most vicious “witch-bunt” staged in this 
century, was put across by Attorney General Palmer. Ruthless 
oppression of minorities, liberals and trade unionists took place. 

The present Atterney General of the United States, Francis 
Biddle, has been no shining light. He has rung no bells for liberty 
mer has be beat the tecsin for freedom. Here and there he has 
strayed away from the highway ef Democracy. He has wandered 
dewn some paths that his predecessor in World War Ne. 1 started 
out on. The statements in the rens attributed te the Attorney 
General of the United States, calling fer the secession of migra- 
tien of Negre werkers te the Nerth and urban centers, is probably 
the most serious mistake ever made by Mr. Biddle.
